The Symlxilism of Flowers. 

In all ages, and among almosl every 

people, dowers have heen adopted as 

symbols, types and emblems of human 
combination, affection and loyalty. 

The reader need scarely he reminded 
of the red and while roses wdiieh were 
the badges of Lancastrian and Vork 
rivals lo tllO English throne. 

But this symbolism of flowers dates 
hack lo periods far older than the time 
of i in' wars of the Roses. The an- 
cienl nations had their oinhlemattc 
llowcrs. The special llower of the 
Hindoos, for instance, has always heen 

the marigold. The Chinese display 
as i heir national llower the 
chrysaiil hemum. 

The Assyrians for ngea proudly wore 

the water-lily. Egyptians delight 

most, of all iii the heliotrope ; though 

the papyrus leaf, used by the ancient 
Egyptians in place of paper, may also 
he regarded in a lligll sense as the sym 
holio plant of the laud of the Nilo. 

Tim Greeks and Romans were in 
liabil of distributing the Bowers in 
their luxurious gardens among their 
gods and ilomigods ; just us in yot 
remoter nines the sweet basil and the 

moonllower were sacred to Asiatic 
dell :. 

In the Roman custom, lo JunO was 

devoted the lily, to Venus the myrtle 

and the rose, to Minerva the olive and 
t he violet ; Diana had the dittany, 
Oeree the poppy, Mars the ash, Ivie 
(dins the ^rape leaf, Hercules the 
poplar, and Jupiter, naturally, the 

monarch of trees, the oak. 

So, we may infer I hat among the 

Romans, the lily and the oak were the 

emblems of power ; the myrtle and I he 
i love : I he olive and the violet, 
of learning ; the ash, of war ; and the 
grope- leaf of fesl ivity,* 

Even the days of the week, as we 
use them now, are named from deities 
who had each his special llower : the 

Sun (Sunday), the sunflower; the

At least 10,000,000 base balls are 
made and sold in this country every 
year. Perhaps very few parsons know 
the proei hs by which those balls are 
manufactured or I ho nature of {he 
si nil's used in const rnel inc. a standard 
ball. The mosl expert Workmen are 
employed Kust I hero is a little hard 
i ubber ball, and around that the wrap 

par winds a strong, blue, ooarse yarn. 

When this reaches a proscribed RhM it, 

is firmly wrapped with white Venetian 
yarn. 

The balls are then placed in an oven 
and baked until all the moisture in 
taken out ol tbeiu and 1 hey arc reduced 
This makes ihem solid. 
f his they ore coated with cement. 
This onuses the balls lo retain their 
shape, and they cannot be knocked 

crooked. Then comes some line blue 
yarn, and around I ho whole is placed 

line white gilling twine. Tna balls are 
weighed, for each must bo of eertain 

weight, and are now ready for tho 

These latter arc made of the 
best quality of horaehide. The cover 

consists of two pieces, each cut in the 

shape of the figure "8." Ky bending 

one section one way and Hie other in 

nn opposite direction, • complete cover 
is obtained

It is a common incident in stories 
for a person lost in the woods to travel 
in a circle. OOOaiug out al the place 
whence he started. 

This is founded on a curious fact. 
namely, that without the aid of the 
eyes few people can walk in a straight 
line. Vou may try the experiment if 
you please. Lot a number of persons 

blindfold themselves ami set out to 

walk in some large open space. Tho 

great majority will Hnd themselves 
traveling in circles of lifiy yards dia- 
meter, or thereabouts. A trial was 
made wit h eight schoolboys. Of these 

six bopped on the left leg, rose on 

that leg after a jump, and strode 
longer from left lo right than from 
right to left. One boy did the very 
opposite, and I he last showed no dif- 
ference in his strides. They wore put 
upon a walking match for Straiglit- 
ness, when tho six boys swerved to the 
right, the one lo the left, and tho 
eighth kept Straight on ami gained 
the prize.

The object of the 
meeting was to hoar a talk from Mr. 
Moll describing his past efforts in be- 
half of deaf and dumb children, and 
disclosing a new* plan for giving a 
wider scope to his work. Mr. BeH 
spoke informally. He rehearsed the 
history of the school, the work it has 
gradually come to do and the objects 
before it in the future. Many years 
ago, he said, he became interested in 
I lie education of the deaf, and anxious 
for an opportunity what ho 

could do in teaching little children : 
ho desired to get a baby or child ex- 
tremely young to experiment with. 
•• It so happened." ho continued, 
" that a. child prcsenled itself. A 
Utile boy live years of age was brought 
to mo. I was consulted as to what 
ought to bo done, and 1 offered to 
undertake its general education, al- 
though 1 never had anything to do 
wiih tho education of the deaf before.

Del (iarneau two hundred years ago. 
1 adopted his plan of beaching a deaf 
child 10 road and write in a natural 
way. just as wo teach hearing children 
to speak their mother tongue. In- 
stead of commencing at the A. B, c's. 
1 adopted this plan of writing to the 
child, us 1 would speak to a hearing 
child.

their children at home. Wo sent out 
to those parents copies of his article, 
and had afterwards received notes from 
(hem stating that thoy wore delighted 
with the progress made bv ihcirchil- 
dren. This, ho thought, showed that 

deal could bo done with chil- 
dren al a very much younger age, than 
e live dollar I that al which thoy wore admitted to 
'the institutions for the instruction of 



the deaf and dumb. Ho thought ho 
saw also a great Hold for work. A 
cruel wrong ho thought was done to 
the deaf child in not teaching it lan- 
guage. "How does ho think!" said 
the speaker, "if wo try to eliminate 
from our consciousness the train of 
words in which our thoughts take 
form, it is hard to realize what, re- 
mains, yet what remains is (he 
thought of a deaf child. The primed 
page of a book moans no more to him, 
without instruction, than a pag 
Chinese does to us. How (hen does 
his mind grow ? Chiefly by his own 
observation. In hearing children. \ on 
will he astonished lo discover how 
much thoy are developed by hearing 
Ihe experiences of others. Tho deaf 
child is cut, off in a great degree from 
the experiences of others. If left to 

grow up in this way, Ihe condition of 

his mind is lamentable. In order to 

understand it, wo must, consider what 
our minds would bo if we eliminated 
everything we ever hoard of or read 
of. That, is (he condition of the deaf 
child that gmws up without instruc- 
tion — ignorance of a depth th., 

not realized ; a meagernoss of concep- 
tion of abstract tilings hardly conceiv- 
able. It is an ignorance 
dangerous, and upon that danger lo 
society rests the chief argument in 
favor of tho public instruction of tho 
deaf."

Un- 
like the ancient and lime hot 
ear-trnrnpet, ibeM new inventions do 
not operate with honest directness 
through the channel of the ear They 
'are said to pessess a mysterious in 
fluence upon the nerves of the teeth, 
cheek bones, throat, etc. by which 
h convey the afar vibru 
tions to an understanding brain. 
Whatever merit has attached to the 
use of these Ih lading bear- 

ing appliances in some cases, it is cer- 
tain that their use in deaf-runte Insti 
tntions is qnite limited, although they 
have b<eri long and patiently tested. 
The " American Annals of the Deaf 
and Dumb" now makes public a new 
device, invented by Prof. B If Cur- 
rier, of the New York Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, which possesses 
nndeniabl<- merits and advantages. 
A nnmber of pupils, hitherto rtnp 
pop* totally deaf, are by its

The first Literary meeting of our 
Society was held Friday evening, 
Oct. 16th.

The regular course embraces 
four years, after the successful com 
plction of which, the student receives 
a certificate of graduation. At slated 
limes questions upon the subjects 
read are sent out, which the students 
are to answer and return, No en 
trance examination is required. The 
subjects embrace the usual college 
studios, bul others of a higher and 
lower grade are given. It is undoubt- 
edly I bo cheapest and most efficient 
way in which to acquire a good solf- 
odiication. The deaf can take part in 
it fully as well as the hearing, and il al- 
ready has some deaf members, as we 
understand from the following item in 
the November number of the (Jhnulan- 
ipiaii, the official organ of the Circle : 
" There are in (be class [of '86] no 
more enthusiastic or through readers 
than Miss Oolia Tewksbury and Miss 

Alice c. Jennings, of Massachusetts,

and in good fellowship and good work, 
this oirclo excels.
